Notable  Event 

Aug.  2nd,  1 924,  will  remain  a  memorable  date  in  the 
annals  of  the  Sisters  of  Service  Institute.  On  that  day  in 
presence  of  the  community  His  Grace  the  Archbishop  of 
Toronto,  read  the  decree  of  the  canonical  erection  of  the  new 
missionary  order,  and  received  the  vows  of  the  first  six  Sisters. 
This  event  passed  unnoticed;  but  for  the  friends  of  the  institu- 
tion it  appeared  as  the  first  glimmer  of  a  coming  day.  God 
had  blessed  our  first  efforts.  He  smiled  on  our  endeavour 
to  bring  help  to  the  immense  home-mission  field  of  Canada. 


Interest  in  missionary  work  *s  the  ac*d  test  °f  genuine  Catholicism 
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"  THEY  HAVE  GONE  TO  SERVE  " 


On  August  9  th  arrived  at  the  C.P.R.  station  at  Winnipeg' 
two  young  women  dressed  in  a  light  grey  costume.  In  the 
bustle  of  the  large  railway  centre,  with  the  exception  of  a  few 
who  were  wondering  to  what  organization  these  newcomers 
belonged,  they  passed  unnoticed. 

These  grey-clad  women  were  the  first  contingent  of  the 
Sisters  of  Service.  They  are,  we  hope,  the  first  battalion  of 
a  growing  army  of  devoted  souls  whose  sole  aspiration  and 


Our  prayers  and  our  help  will  follow  them  that  their  sacrifice  be 

not  in  vain 
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noble  ideal  is  to  work  in  the  outlying  districts  of  our  immense 
West  among  our  new-Canadians. 

We  all  know  what  leakage  the  church  has  suffered  in  the 
widely  scattered  districts  of  Western  Canada.  Our  foreign 
born  Catholics  have  been  a  prey  to  the  proselytizing  agencies 
of  various  kinds.  Under  the  cover  of  canadianization  our 
brothers  and  sisters  in  the  faith  have  been  weened  away  in 
thousands  from  the  Church  of  their  baptism. 

It  is  to  stem  this  rising  tide  of  apostacy  and  irreligion 
among  our  own  that  these  heroic  women  have  and  will  come 
to  the  West  to  give  to  the  most  needy,  to  the  most  abandoned 
a  life  of  "service".  This  event,  although  unnoticed  by  the 
world,  is  fraught  with  great  possibilities  for  Church  and  country. 
We  advisedly  say  "and  country",  for  experience  proves  that 
the  conscience  of  the  settler,  founded  on  and  protected  by 
religion,  is  the  best  asset  of  Canadian  citizenship. 

The  Sisters  of  Service  have  opened  their  first  mission  in 
Morton,  Man.,  where  for  the  last  twenty  years  Poles,  Germans 
and  Ruthenians  have  settled  in  good  numbers.  Two  teachers, 
fully  qualified,  have  taken  over  two  schools  of  this  district. 
A  graduate  nurse  will  give  her  services  to  the  sick.  Together 
they  will  work  for  the  welfare  of  the  people. 

These  three  Sisters  are  now  blazing  that  long  and  wind- 
ing trail  which  is  to  lead  our  Missionary  Sisters  into  the  land 
of  their  apostolic  dreams.  They  form  the  beginning  of  an 
ever  lengthening  line,  which  will,  we  hope,  stretch  out  and 
reach  the  many  souls  who  are  being  lost  to  the  Church  out 
West. 

The  only  limit  to  this  great  work  is  the  number  of  Sisters 
available.  There  are  now  fifteen  in  training  in  Toronto  ;  but 
we  feel  confident  that  when  this  work  will  be  more  known 
many  girls  will  come  to  swell  the  ranks  of  these  devoted 
missionaries.  It  opens  up  a  new  field  for  women  who  wish  to 
give  to  their  life  a  noble  purpose  and  a  most  useful  work.

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"WHERE  THE  NEW  CANADIANS  FIND  A  HOME" 


Since  June  the  Sisters  of  Service  have  taken  over  the 
Catholic  Womens'  Hostel  of  Toronto.  With  the  generous 
support  of  the  Local  Branch  of  the  C.  W.  L.  the  Sisters  are 
doing  splendid  work  among  the  Catholic  girls  who  have  come 
from  the  British  Isles  and  are  now  in  service  throughout  the 
city.  These  girls  come  to  the  Hostel  as  to  a  "home"  in  the 
land  of  their  adoption.  The  above  picture  was  taken  at  a 
picnic  given  to  them  by  the  Sisters.

This  is  the  cold  and 
unsympathetic  greeting  which  un- 
doubtedly greets,  our  message-bearer  in 
certain  quarters. 

Well,  yes,  this  is.  a  begging  sheet ! 
But  is  not  Mother  Church,  the  Spouse 
of  Christ,  as  a  "beggar"  in  our  land? 
To  meet  the  responsibilities  in  the  mis- 
sion-field at  home  and  afar  has  She  not 
to  stand  by  the  wayside  and  ask  and 
beg  for  the  crumbs  that  fall  from  our 
table.  The  Church  of  Christ  is  a 
"begging  Church11  because  those  who 
could  help  Her  more  generously  refuse 
to  do  so.  When  those  who  have  re- 
ceived or  made  good  money  will  share 
it  more  freely  with  the  Church  to  help 
Her  in  Her  great  undertakings,  when 
they  will  cease  to  spend  it  so  lavishly 
for  their  own  pleasure  and  comfort, 
when  at  the  last  hour  they  will  leave 
some  of  their  wealth  to  the  Church  .  .  .

So  we  stand  to-day  at 
your  door  and  we  beg  you  to  do  some- 
thing for  a  great  Catholic  and  National 
endeavour.  When  indeed  young  Ca- 
tholic Canadian  women  are  to  be  found, 
who  through  love  of  God  and  His

Growing  Pains. — The  arrival  of  new 
postulants  is  ever  keeping  our  number 
on  the  increase.  There  are  now  seven- 
teen Sisters  in  our  training  school.  If 
the  number  continues  to  grow  —  and 
everything  points  in  that  direction' — we 
soon  s'hiall  have  to  extend  our  headquar- 
ters. Growing  pains  are  signs  of 
healthy  life. 

Class  in  Catechetics. — As  every  Sis- 
ter of  Service  is  by  vocation  to  be  a 
Catechi'Sit,  the  community  is  favoured 
every  year  by  a  class  of  Catechetical 
pedagogy  by  Mr.  Power,  Inspector  of 
'{Separate  Schools  in  Toronto.  This  Ca- 
tholic gentleman  holds  a  weekly  class, 
in  the  evenings,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Sisters.  We  are  very  much  indebted 
to  him  for  the  precious  help  he  tenders 
so  willingly  and  so  generously  to  the 
Sisters.  For,  his  long  experience  in  the 
art  of  teaching  is  highly  appreciated 
by  all  the  Sisters  and  most  useful  to 
them. 

Keeping  the  Watch.— In  the  entrance 
hall  of  the  Mother-house,  before  a 
statue  of  Our  Lady  of  Peace,  the  burn- 
ing flame  of  a  vigil  light  keeps  the 
watch  for  the  absent  Sisters.    As  they 


leave  for  the  mission-field  they  know 
that  their  memory  is  ever  burning  be- 
fore the  Shrine  of  their  Mother.  To 
every  one  at  home  the  leaping  flame 
of  that  lamp  is  suggestive  of  prayer 
and  thoughtfulness  for  the  absent  ones.

"The  population  of  Morton  consists 
of  thirty- three  families,  comprising 
Germaiis,  Poles,  Ukranians,  Irish, 
French,  Icelanders.  We  are  most  wel- 
come among  them  all ;  mothers  espec- 
ially are  very  grateful  for  the  nurse's 
visit  and  advice/' 

"The  people  are  poor.  The  majority 
of  the  houses  have  only  two  rooms. 
They  have  large  families.  I  have  al- 
ready made  twenty-three  visits  in  the 
surrounding  district.  The  field  for  a 
health-worker  is  as  immense  as  the 
prairies  that  surround  us."

"On  my  school  register  I  have  the 
names  of  twenty-six  young,  sturdy. 
New-Canadians.  All  were  born  in  Can- 
ada of  foreign  parentage,  and  undoubt- 
edly Canada  is  their  country." 

"The  love  of  music  is  most  remark- 
able among  our  children.  They  also 
are  very  fond  of  reading.  Through  the 
kindness  of  some  Toronto  and  Winni- 
peg ladies  we  have  started  a  library. 
The  Red  Cross  and  the  Public  Health 
Department  of  Manitoba  help  us  great- 
ly in  the  teaching  of  hygiene." 


"But  what  gives  us  the  most  consol- 
ing results  is  the  teaching  of  Catechism. 
The  children  seem  so  eager  to  know 
their  religion." 

"Our  Public  School  Inspector  called 
early  in  the  term;  he  was  most  kind 
and  expressed  the  desire  to  assist  us 
in  every  possible  manner."

Dear  Father  Daly.- — Yesterday  we  held  a  Public  Reception  here  in  honor 
of  the  Sisters  of  Service,  and  I  can  say  that  it  was  a  great  success.  In  num- 
bers and  in  enthusiasm  it  was  very  satisfactory.  I  enclose  the  "Announcement" 
which  appeared  last  week  in  the  Northwest  Review.  Most  assuredly  the  Catho- 
lic people  of  "Winnipeg  took  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  show  interest  in  the 
work  which  is  being  done  by  the  Sisters  of  Service. 

May  I  take  this  occasion  to  say  that  I  am  immensely  pleased  with  the  Sis- 
ters of  Service  as  I  see  them  at  work.  For  four  months  now  they  have  been  at 
Camp  Morton,  and  I  can  say  without  any  reserve  that  their  labors  have  been 
crowned  with  success.  They  have  set  themselves  to  their  task  with  great  zeal  and 
devotion,  they  have  gone  about  their  work  quietly  and  unostentatiously,  and.  as 
a.  consequence,  they  have  gained  the  confidence  and  esteem  of  every  parent  and 
ratepayer  of  the  district  in  which  they  are  established,.  More  and  more  does 
my  conviction  grow  that  the  Sisters  are  an  invaluable  contribution  to  the  solu- 
tion of  the  problem  presented  by  the  New  Canadian. 

The  subject  of  the  New  Canadian  is  a  vast  one.  and  no  one  has  a  more  com- 
prehensive grasp  of  it  than  yourself.  We  want  these  strangers  who  have  come 
into  our  land,  to  retain  their  Christian  traditions,  but  you  know  the  nefarious 
influences  that  are  at  work.  So  many  anxious  to  take  advantage  of  poverty  and 
weakness;  so  many  trying  to  drag  them  from  their  moorings,  in  the  hope  of  pro- 
fiting from  their  wreckage.  And  yet  we  all  know  that  a  young  tree  will  seldom 
grow  and  an  old  tree  will  never  grow,  when  torn  violently  from  the  earth  and 
transplanted1.  If  we  wish  the  New  Canadians  to  grow  and  flourish  on  our  Cana- 
dian soil  and  not  be  dead  wood  in  our  midst,  it  seems  to  me  that  we  must  bear 
this  in  mind,  To  train  to  Canadian  citizenship  and  instil  the  principles  upon 
which  our  social  order  is  established,  we  must  have  some  one  who  will  bridge  for 
the  New  Canadian  the  chasm  between  present  environment  and  old-world  con- 
ditions— some  one  who  will  reconcile  and  bind  together  all  that  is  best  and  worth 
while  in  national  and  religious  inheritance  with  whiat  this  country  offers  in  pros- 
perity, liberty  and  established  government.  The  Sisters  of  Service,  as  an  organiza- 
tion, are  admirably  adapted  for  this  work.  Each  member  is  particularly  trained 
for  it,  and  each  brings  to  the  task  the  sympathy,  the  unselfishness,  the  devotion, 
the  patriotism  and  the  reverence  for  (Jo  I  and  religion,  that  are  the  indispensable 
requisites  for  success. 

But,  if  the  Sisters  of  Service  are  going  to  do  a  tithe  of  the  work  that  is  to  be 
done,  they  must  be  multiplied  many,  many  times.  And  this  is  my  prayer — whilst 
expressing  deep  gratification  that  the  first  western  foundation  was  made  in  this 
jurisdiction — that  from  East  and  West.  North  and  South,  young  ladies  will  come 
in  numbers,  inspired  with  the  highest  ideals,  to  join  this  new  Crusade,  which  is 
indeed  a  crusade  and  calls  for  as  much  courage  and  chivalry  as  any  cause  in  which 
knight  errant  ever  drew  sword. 

Wishing  yon  every  success  and  God's  blessing  on  the  work.

An  Eventful  Document. — By  a  let- 
ter dated  Rome,  January  19th.  1925, 
the  Sacred  Congregation  of  Religious 
Orders* — approving  the  name,  the  habit 
and  the  specific  character  of  the  Sisters 
of  Service,  lias  granted  to  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Toronto  the  permission  to 
proceed  to  the  canonical  erection  of  the 
Institute.  This  is  the  first  step  needed 
for  the  canonical  recognition  of  a  Reli- 
gious' Order  as  such  by  the  Church. 

This  day  will  therefore  remain  an 
eventful  day  in  the  history  of  our  mis- 
sionary society. 

Federal  Incorporation. — A  Federal 
Charter  under  ''The  Companies  Act" 
was  granted  to  the  Sisters  of  Service 
by  the  Secretary  of  State  on  February 
23rd,  1925.  This  allows  now  our  In- 
stitute to  possess  and  to  transact  all 
business  in  its  own  name  throughout 
all  the  Provinces.  Our  legal  name  is 
"The  Sisters  of  Service  of  Canada." 

The  First  Visitation.— After  New 
Year's  Rev.  Mother  Lidwina  held  her 
first  visitation.  It  was  a  great  conso- 
lation for  Rev.  Mother  and  the  sisters 
in  the  field  to  be  together  again.  The 
contact  of  authority  with  the  realities  of 
the  life  out  West  proves  to  be  an  in- 
spiration for  our  missionary  endeavour 
and  a  great  help  for  its  direction.  Sis- 
ter Schenck,  Superior  of  the  Hostel  of 
Toronto, accompanied  Reverend  Mother. 


Profession.  —  On  February  2nd, 
Feast  of  the  Purification,  in  the  pres- 
ence of  His  Grace  Archbishop  .McNeil, 
Sister  Egan  made  her  first  Profession. 
The  Profession  of  the  Sisters  of  Service 
is  marked  by  the  absence  of  the  ela- 
borate ritual  which  ordinarily  accom- 
panies this  ceremony.  After  Mass  the 
novice,  kneeling  before  the  altar,  sim- 
ply reads  the  formula  of  the  vows  in 
presence  of  the  Bishop.  The  ceremony 
is  also  strictly  private. 

New  Recruits. — Four  more  postu- 
lants have  swelled  our  ranks  since 
January.  They  have  come  from  the 
four  points  of  the  compass. 

When  a  Knock  Is  a  Boost.— The  edi- 
tor of  the  Orange  Sentinel  has  of  late 
given  much  of  his  attention  to  the  Sis 
ters  of  Service.  His  violent  attacks 
on  our  organization  have  prompted  an 
interesting  exchange  of  correspondence 
in  the  columns  of  the  "Toronto  Globe." 

As  usual,  Mr.  Hocken's  attack  is  a 
travesty  of  truth  and  a  misrepresenta- 
tion of  facts.  But  that  our  small  and 
humble  'Institute  should  be  the  object 
of  his  attention,  is  not  that  a  proof  of 
the  real  value  of  our  contribution  to 
the  Church  and  its  welfare  out  West?

In  January  three  Sisters  left  Toronto 
for  Edmonton.  This  was  our  first  mission 
in  Alberta. 

On  their  arrival  they  met  with  a  warm 
welcome  from  the  C.W.L.  This  organiza- 
tion has  mothered  this  foundation  and  con- 
tinues to  support  it.  When  the  ladies  had 
secured  a  house  for  the  Sisters  they  held 
a  reception  and  a  shower  for  them.  The 
Archbishop  spoke  in  glowing  terms  of  the 
promises  this  first  foundation  held  out  for 
the  welfare  of  souls  and  of  the  Church  in 
Alberta. 


AT  WOK K. — The  first  work  committed 
to  their  care  is  a  survey  of  the  city  in  view 
of  finding  the  Catholic  families,  particularly 
in  the  foreign  district.  They  have  already 
made  2,214  visits  to  homes. 

They  have  also  organized  Catechism 
classes  for  the  children  who  are  Frequenting 
the  public  schools.  An  immense  field  is  open 
to  their  activities  in  the  very  heart  of  Ed- 
monton. But  they  are  desirous  of  reaching 
during  the  summer  months  the  little  settle- 
ments that  are  visited  only  now  and  then 
by  the  priests,  to  teach  Catechism  to  the 
child  ren.

Gleanings  from  the  Nurse 's  Diary. 

We  have  had  a  grcit  deal  of  sickness 
around  Morton.  ...  I  have  been  out  daily, 
driving  some  days  twenty  miles. 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  scarlet  fever. 
Fortunately  only  two  families  were  quar- 
antined. 1  consider  this  rather  providen- 
tial, as  'home  conditions  are  such  that  pro 
per  technique  and  isolation  of  patients  were 
impossible. 

I  remained  three  nights  on  duty.  It 
was  pathetic  to  see  the  father  and  mother 
worn  out  after  a  hard  day's  work  taking 
their  night's  rest  on  the  floor,  a  little  straw 
for  a  mattress,  and  old  clothes  for  covering. 

I  feel  we  have  achieved  more  by  weav- 
ing our  life  into  the  lives  of  these  poor 
people  so  long  left  to  their  own  devices, 
with  little  knowledge  and  st'll  less  means 
of  meeting  sickness  and  distress.  They 
seem  to  realize  our  friendship  and  gratefully 
accept  our  'help. 

Holy  Week  and  Easter  in  Morton. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  Mor- 
ton we  had  the  ceremonies  of  Holy  Week. 
It  is  certain  that  it  was  the  most  bussed 
Easter  these  people  have  ever  enjoyed  since 
they  came  to  the  land  of  their  adoption. 

Owing  to  the  financial  condition  of  the 
parish,  only  a  very  small  sum  could  be 
spent  on  the  decoration  of  the  church.  An 
altar  of  Repose  was  placed  at  the  side  of 
the  church.  The  wall  behind  it,  draped 
with  white,  presented  a  striking  contrast 
in  brightness  to  the  resit  of  the  church  with 
its  walls  covered  with  dark  brown  paper.

The  peo- 
ple from  a  distance  spent  the  afternoon  in 
the  church  and  those  nearer  remained  dur- 
ing- the  night.  Surely  they  consider  it  a 
privilege.  The  remarkable  feature  was  their 
reverential  demeanor  whilst  assisting  at  the 
ceremonies,  and  it  was  particularly  im- 
pressive at  the  Adoration  of  the  Cross  an

Good  Friday.  Truly  their  latent  faith  is 
asserting  itself. 

They  strictly  adhere  to  the  practice  of 
having  food  blessed  on  Holy  Saturday. 

Easter  'Sunday  was  a  memorable  day. 
The  good  will  with  which  the  people  began, 
increased  and  was  evident  by  the  attendance 
at  High  Mass.  It  was  almost  incredible  to 
see  the  church  filled.  The  pastor  preached 
a  laudable  sermon  in  English,  which  was 
followed  by  one  in  Polish.  Benediction  of 
the  Blessed  Sacrament  was  given  immedi- 
ately after  Mass.

The  two  teachers  of  our  Morton  mission 
attended  the  convention  of  the  teachers  of 
Manitoba  Province.  They  returned  en- 
thused by  what  they  saw  and  heard,  more 
and  more  convinced  of  the  greai  work  they 
have  in  hand.

This  mortgage  is  now  a  dead  weight  which 
necessarily  impedes  our  efforts  to  expand. 
All  know  how  discouraging  it  is  to  gather 
up,  dollar  by  dollar,  a  few  thousand,  and 
every  year  pay  them  out  in  interest.  As 
long  as  these  conditions  will  prevail  the 
ship  of  the  S.O.S.  remains  ice-hound. 

Vocations  are  coming  and  demands  from 
the  field  are  very  numerous.  A  breeze  of 
apostolic  enthusiasm  is  bulging  out  the  sii  s 
of  our  ship.  Impatiently  she  is  tugging  at 
her  moorings.  But  she  will  have  to  wait 
until  the  thermometer  of  Catholic  generos 
ity  rises  to  be  freed  from  the  icy  barrier 
that  imprisons  her. 

Slowly  but  surely  the  blazing  sun  of  Ca- 
tholic interest  in  missionary  endeavours  is 
rising  on  our  Canadian  horizon.  As  our 
vision  grows  and  our  liberalities  expand,  it 
will  soon  climb  up  to  the  dazzling  heights 
of  its  zenith. 

As  this  thermometer  rises,  the  ice-field 
of  our  mortgage  will  melt  away  and  the 
S.O.S.  ship  will  take  to  the  high  seas.

On  August  15th  the  Institute  of  the  "Sisters  of  Service"  will  celebrate  the 
third  birthday  of  its  foundation.  Three  years  are  a  very  short  term  in  the  exist- 
ence of  a  Religious  Order.  Yet.  with  the  grace  of  God  and  the  protection  of  His 
Blessed  Mother  the  little  mustard  seed  planted  three  years  ago  in  the  garden  of 
Christ 's  Church  in  Canada  has  grown  into  a  tree  that  spreads  over  our  broad  Do- 
minion.   To-day  five  provinces  witness  the  labours  of  our  missionary  Sisters. 

If  life,  in  the  period  of  infancy,  carries  with  it  great  hopes  of  the  future,  its 
precariousneiss  also  inspires  great  fears.  We  who  have  watched  by  the  cradle  of 
this  young  Institute  and  seen  its  life  expand,  these  fears  and  hopes  we  have 
known.  In  the  rapid  development  of  our  humble  Institute,  as  in  the  eyes  of  a  lusty 
and  healthy  child,  we  have  read  the  best  promises  of  a  healthy  future.  If  il  re- 
mains faithful  to  the  ideals  that  gave  it  birth  and  continues  to  spread  its  mission- 
ary endeavour  through  the  immense  stretches  of  the  Kield-at-IIome.  it  will  un- 
doubtedly prove  a  very  beneficial  help  to  Mother  Church  in  our  dear  country  and 
beyond. 

But  as  the  life  and  activities  of  the  Sisters  of  Service  expand  the  more  we 
realize  all  the  truth  of  St.  Paul's  words:  "NEITHER  HE  THAT  PLANTETII 
IS  ANYTHING,  NOR  HE  THAT  WATERETH;  BUT  GOD  THAT  GIVKTII 
THE  INCREASE."  (I.  Cor.  iii.  7).  The  work  of  our  Institute  is  of  the  superna- 
tural order.  If  it  is  to  last  and  succeed  in  doling  its  share  in  the  great  mission 
field  it  must  rely  (principally  on  the  grace  of  God.  We  mulsit,  however,  exert  our- 
selves and  leave  nothing  undone  to  assure  the  success  of  our  endea-vour.  All  hu- 
man means  must  be  brought  into  play  as  if  results  totally  depended  <>n  our  own 
energies.  But  in  the  last  analysis  what  really  counts  in  an  undertaking  of  this 
nature  is. the  grace  of  God.  Divine  grace  is  to  an  Order  what  life  is  to  the  seed: 
it  gives  it  growth  and  strength.  We  must,  it  is  true,  plough  and  harrow  the  soil  ; 
we  ask  and  beg  the  faithful  at  large  to  water  it  with  their  prayers  and  generosi- 
ties; but  God  alone  will  give  the  increase. 

Bending  over  the  cradle  of  our  infant  Institute  on  this  third  anniversary 
of  its  birthday,  we  earnestly  pray  God  and  Hks  Blessed  Mother  to  bless  this 
humble  seedling  and  give  it  health  and  growth  for  His  greater  glory  and  the  sal- 
vation of  tsoulis  so  dear  to  Him.

Among  the  various  displays  that  at- 
tracted and  held  the  attention  of  the  numer- 
ous delegates  and  visitors  to  the  C.W.L. 
Convention  in  Hamilton  last  month,  without 
doubt  the  exhibit  sent  by  the  Sisters  of  Ser- 
vice was  most  conspicuous. 

The  exhibit  is  a  triptych  eight  feet  by 
four.  On  a  royal  blue  plush  background 
are  attached  photos  and  maps  illustrating 
the  work  of  the  Institute.  One  can  follow 
the  trek  of  these  pioneer  iSisters  into  the 
land  of  their  apostolic  dreams.  The  map 
of  Canada  dotted  with  stars,  representing 
the  foundations  of  the  Order  in  already  five 
provinces  of  the  Dominion,  unfolds  with  its 
"magnificent  distances  and  illimitable  pos- 
sibilities" the  immensity  of  their  task.  One 
catches  in  a  glance  the  vision  of  the  great 
"Field   at   Home" — that   land   of  spiritual 


tragedies,  which  is  broadcasting  its  con- 
tinuous S.OjS. — to  the  Sisters  of  Service. 
On  the  right  panel  is  an  array  of  figures, 
giving  the  amount  contributed  by  the  C.W.L. 
since  the  Winnipeg  Convention.  In  three 
years  small  and  large  amounts  from  all  over 
the  Dominion  have  rolled  up  into  the  hand- 
some sum  of  $9,709.83.  On  the  left  panel 
is  visualized  what  this  sum  of  money  has 
partly  helped  the  Sisters  to  do  for  God  and 
Country.  Under  each  Province  is  the  name 
and  date  of  each  Foundation. 

The  exhibit  stood  as  an  expression  of 
gratitude  of  the  S.O.S.,  and  an  exemplifica 
tion  of  the  great  possibilities  that  lie  latent 
in  the  ranks  of  our  great  national  organiza 
tion  of  Catholic  women.  We  are  confident 
that  it  has  helped  to  give  to  each  and 
every  one  of  the  delegates  that  broad  vision 


Invest  in  our  mission  work— it  pays  dividends  eternally. 
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so  necessary  to  any  National  and  Catholic 
endeavour.  If  after  three  years  an  organ- 
ization, still  in  its  infancy,  is  able  to  show 
such  vitality,  what  should  we  not  expect 
from  it  as  years  roll  by,  and  as  its  vision  ex- 
pands and  its  sympathies  broaden? 

We  repeat  here  what  we  said  to  the 
C.W.L.  in  Winnipeg  when  we  asked  them 
to  adopt  the  S.O.S.  as  one  of  their  national 
works — "Alone  a  work  nation-wide  in  its 
scope  and  activities  will  give  and  keep  to  a 
Dominion-wide  organization  its  National 
character." 

We  should  say  to  the  members  of  the 
C.W.L.  what  Lord  Salisbury  used  often  to 
repeat  when  at  his  desk,  gazing  upon  the 
map  of  the  far-flung  line  of  the  British 
Empire:  "Look  at  big  maos."  This  vision 
of  our  broad  Dominion  will  encourage  the 
League  to  continue  to  support  an  endeavour 
essentially  Catholic  and  National,  and  help 
in  turn  to  guard  the  Catholic  and  National 
feature  of  their  great  organization.

But  during  her  no- 
vitiate the  recurrence  of  a  malignant  dis- 
ease soon  shattered  her  hopes  and  dreams 
of  an  apostolic  life.  After  having  been  un- 
der treatment  for  several  months  at  the 
Mayo  Olinic,  in  Rochester,  Minnesota,  she 
failed  to  rally.  Her  last  days  were  days 
of  great  sufferings  borne  with  patience  and 
fortitude.  She  remained  firmly  attached  to 
her  vocation.  On  her  death-bed,  on  the  feast 
of  St.  Joseph,  she  made  her  vows  in  the 
hands  of  her  confessor.  Her  death  is  a  dis- 
tinct loss  to  our  young  Institute.  Her 
strong  character  and  high  qualifications 
had  marked  her  out  to  be  a  most  promising 
subject.  But  God's  ways  are  not  our  ways. 
His  holy  will  be  done! 

Sister  Jones  leads  that  long  procession 
which  in  time  will  wend  its  way  from  the 
militant  ranks  of  the  S.O.S.  to  the  land 
where  the  greatest  service  man  can  give  to 
Cod  on  earth  will  only  meet  its  adequate 
reward. 

May  her  soul  rest  in  peace  and  may  per- 
petual light  shine  upon  her!  To  this  effect 
we  beg  the  kind  prayers  of  our  readers.
